Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. In claim 1 , line 1 , there is a lack of antecedent basis 
for "the gap" and "the hinge side". In claim 5, line 2, the phraseology "or" is indefinite 
and fails to positively recite the claimed invention. In claim 8, line 2, and lines 2-3, there 
is a lack of antecedent basis for "the gap" and 'the hinge side" respectively. 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1 ) an application for patent, published under section 1 22(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Stout 
(6,931 ,789). Stout (789) discloses a door safety device (10) comprising a cover 
mounted between a door (12) and frame (14) along a hinge portion (16). Stout (789) 
further discloses strips (30, at least three portions are hingedly connected) formed of 
plastic material (column 6, lines 34-50, plastic is "fibrous"), fastener elements (36), C- 
shaped housing elements adhesively mounted (column 5, lines 43-46), and T-shaped 
ends of the strip mounted within the C-shaped housing, [see Figure 10 below] With 
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respect to claims 7, 9, and 10, the limitations are considered to be product-by-process 
and the process of making/forming is given little to no patentable weight.
